T H R E E OR FOUR. 


It is just as Important that every 
horse should have his own collar all 
the time as that a man should wear 
his own shoes. 


Save the small potatoes and imper­ 
fect heads of cabbage and other waste 
vegetables. 
They will all be relished 
by the hens in the winter. 


Work horses, that have been push­ 
ed in the fields all summer should 
now have the advantage of every hour 
possible in the fall pastures. 


Where a number of horses are kept 
in the same barn the sides of the stall 
should be low enough to allow them 
to see each other as all horses love 
company. 


Let the same person milk the same 
cows every day when possible, 
be­ 
cause a strange milkei always makes 
the animal nervous and affects 
the 
milk flow. 


The first test to be given a new 
workman on the farm is to send him 
out with a team. 
If he handles them 
kindly and skillfully he Is pretty sure 
to be a good all-round man. 


If you find a workman kicking or 
beating a horse back him up into a 
corner and give him a sound lecture. 
Then watch him carefully and if he 
repeats the act send him adrift. 


When a man sends his horse pell­ 
mell down hill with a loose rein be 
not only jars the shoulders, springs 
the knees, weakens the nerves, but 
runs the risk of breaking his horses’s 
knees. 


Put new sand on the floor of the hen 
house immediately, otherwise it will 
not dry out thoroughly before cold 
weather comes but will remain damp 
and make the house uncomfortable 
throughout the winter. 


There is no economy in feeding mus­ 
ty grain of any kind to the chickens, 
even if it can be had for a quarter of 
the price of good grain. 
The fowls 
will eat it, if other food is withheld, 
but it in not good for them. 


In many of the big sheep states the 
farmers find it profitable to engage 
tile professional shearers with a ma­ 
chine. 
They go about from farm to 
farm shearing the flocks singly or 
have several flocks brought to a cen­ 
tral point 


Sheep require different feeding and 
handling from any other animal on 
the farm. 
Even though you are an 
experienced sheep raiser, don’t 
get 
too ambitious and try to manage a 
larger flock than you can keep up to 
the standard of excellence. 


The average depreciation of 
farm 
machinery is reckoned at IO per cent, 
per year. 
A machine shed will cut 
this cost at least one-third, or extend; 
the life of the average machine to 
fifteen years, where it is now thrown 
onto the scrap pile in ten years.

Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton, K. C. B., 
was the principal speaker at the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the -Presbyterian 
church held in the Scottish capital and 
delivered an address

striking declaration for the cause of 
temperance. 
Sir Ian, it will 
be 
re­ 
membered, pledged himself to total ab­ 
stinence just a year ago, 
and 
it is 
candidly stated by personal interview­ 
ers that twelve months of water-drink­ 
ing have not in the least impaired the 
health, soured the happy disposition or 
diminished the cheery outlook on life 
of the distinguished general. Incident­ 
ally his pledge has had a most benefi­ 
cial effect on the rank and file of the 
army and has given a new stimulus 
to temperance in both 
services. 
In 
opening his address, Sir Ian said he 
had come there to strike a blow for 
Scotland. He thought the finest stroke 
for Scotland was that of 
Bruce 
at 
Bannockburn, when he raised his bat- 
tleax and crashed the casque of Sir 
Henry de Bohun as if it were a nut-( 
shell. 
But he believed as fine a de-i 
liverance for Scotland 
was 
to 
be; 
gained by dealing a stroke at another; 
sort of cask—the cask of whiskey. No* 
longer advancing at the head of the 
English army, that cask was in the 
middle of their own camp, and it was 
there poisoning and lowering the VI-* 
tality and pride and honor of the; 
truest, bravest troops to be found any­ 
where. 
Continuing, the general said thatj 
he thought that they in the army 
were rather showing the way to the, 
civil population. 
He believed honest-; 
ly that any mother sending her son 
into the army could do so with the as­ 
surance that her son would run a less 
chance of getting a taste for drink 
than he would in most civil occupa­ 
tions. 
These were no fancies of his, 
but they were supported by figures. 
India was a most astonishing case. 
In the Indian army there were 47 per 
cent, who were temperance men, at 
home there were 26 per cent., and 
they were increasing every year. 
To 
put it in another way, the number of 
temperance men in the army, taking 
the past two or three years, had in­ 
creased at the rate of 2,500 a year. 
From the medical department of the 
war office he learned that during the 
past twenty years the number taken 
to hospital per thousand had fallen in 
India to the extraordinary extent of 
from IO to I, and in England from 
2.6 to 7. 
The head of the medical 
service told him that, directly and in­ 
directly, he considered that the great­ 
er temperance was very largely re­ 
sponsible for 
it. 
Disease 
had 
de­ 
creased as temperance increased. 
It 
was his opinion that the enemy were 
on the run, and that they could afford 
to be bold; and he believed that if 
anyone could lower the drinking in 
Scotland by 20 per cent, he would do 
more good than by adding another 
province to our empire.

1GAME OF DODGE AND DELAY 


(Cry for Tariff Commission Merely 
Scheme to Fasten Further 
Taxes on People. 


The history of Schedule K is a story 
{that might 
be 
entitled 
“Forty-five 
.Years of Graft, Dodge and Delay." The 
first feature is that the woolen manu­ 
facturers agitated for 
a tariff, then 
{met and “agreed on a tariff for wool 
land wool goods." 
That was in 1866. 
A Republican congress in 1867 enact- 
(’6d their drafted bill. 
Thirteen years 
later there was agitation for revision, 
'Which the manufacturers met with op- 
jposltion and then their first dodge— 
an argument for a tariff commission. 
After two years’ delay, a tariff com­ 
mission was authorized. 
It was con­ 
trolled to such an extent that John L. 
Hayes, secretary of the National As- 
jsoclation of Wool Manufacturers, was 
appointed Its president, later to be 
impde chairman of the subcommittee 
named to prepare the 
woolen 
and 
I worsted schedules. 
Was 
there any , 
[doubt that the new bill would show 
{net increases in the wool tariff, and 
[that reductions, lf any, would be on 
{goods not much manufactured? That 
(bill was enacted in 1883. In 1890 the 
'McKinley bill, which 
was notorious 
[in that It was drafted by Industrial in- 
fforests, increased the tariff and espe­ 
cially on worsteds. Then came the re- 
1 vision^ of_ the Wilson bill, followed by 


the Dingley bill in 1897. 
Secret ses­ 
sions were held by the senate finance 
committee. S. N. D. North, secretary 
of the National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers, made the record him­ 
self when, in a letter 
to President 
Whitman, he declared: ‘T am the only 
person whom the committee allows In 
its 
sittings.” 
Whitman 
and 
other 
i manufacturers held North "responsi­ 
ble” for getting the schedule “right.” 
His work was so 
satisfactory that 
when the Dingley 
bill 
was 
passed 
North received $5,000. 
Ten years la­ 
ter came another agitation. Whitman, 
again on deck, opposed a tariff com­ 
mission, but favored a tariff board to 
make an 
Investigation. 
Why 
this 
change? Chairman Emery of the tar­ 
iff board probably gave the key when, 
at the banquet cft the American Asso­ 
ciation of Woolen and W orsted Manu­ 
facturers In New York last December, 
he declared: “I have no powers what­ 
soever; the tariff board has no pow­ 
ers." J t was only the same old game 
of dodge and delay. 
By such manip­ 
ulation do this and other trusts tax 
us. 


New men have arisen 
among 
you 
whom you seem to think are Inspired
